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Report  of  Public  Health  Nurse 


Do  you  know  how  to  use  your  public  health  nursing 
service  ?  Let  us  review  what  it  may  give  your  commu- 
nity. 

If  you  or  any  of  your  relatives  or  friends  are  ex- 
pecting to  be  a  mother  in  the  near  future,  get  in  touch 
with  the  nurse.  At  this  time,  she  will  weigh  the  ex- 
pectant, take  her  temperature,  and  discuss  various 
phases  of  health  and  answer  the  many  questions  that 
arise  during  this  period.  If  her  phvsician  wishes  it,  her 
blood  pressure  will  be  checked  each  month. 

After  the  babv  is  born  the  nurse  helns  the  teachers 
and  superintendent  plan  the  school  health  prog:ram.  She 
will  plan  to  do  the  audiometer  tests  Shearing  tests)  ev- 
ery other  year.  The  teacher  will  do  the  vision  tests 
and  then  the  nurse  will  retest  those  children  who  show 
any  marked  defect.  The  teacher,  in  her  daily  observa- 
tion of  the  school  child,  notes  signs  and  symptoms. 
These  are  discussed  with  the  nurse,  who  then  visits  the 
home  to  discuss  plans  with  the  parent  for  having  the 
child  seen  by  the  family  physician. 

The  Clinic  service  offered  by  the  State  Department 
consists  of  a  Crippled  Children's  Clinic  and  Pediatric 
Clinic.  In  this  area,  these  clinics  are  held  in  Water- 
ville.  The  children  are  referred  to  these  clinics  by  the 
family  physician  and  are  examined  by  specialists  and 
their  recommendations  are  sent  back  to  the  local  physi- 
cian. These  services  are  free. 

Various  other  projects  may  be  had  as  smallpox,  vac- 
cination clinics,  diphtheria  toxoid  immunizations  and 
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tuberculin  testing.  Child  Health  Conferences  may  be 
held  and  each  child  is  given  a  physical  examination  by 
a  physician  paid  by  the  State  Department.  Each  sec- 
tion is  given  the  opportunity  of  using  the  x-ray  clinic 
yearly  and  here  those  persons  having  a  positive  tuber- 
culin test  may  be  x-rayed  for  $1.00.  Laboratory  ser- 
vices are  available. 

Health  pamphlets  on  every  phase  of  health  may  be 
had  on  request.  Films  on  many  health  topics  are  avail- 
able free  of  charge  for  school  programs  of  local  clubs. 

This  year  tuberculin  testing  was  done.  There  was 
one  positive  reactor,  who  has  been  x-rayed.  Health  ex- 
aminations were  given  in  the  school  by  a  physician,  as- 
sisted by  the  nurse.  Two  smallpox  vaccinations  and 
ten  diphtheria  toxoid  immunizations  were  given.  Au- 
diometer (hearing)  testing  was  done  in  the  schools  and 
the  usual  home  visiting  was  done.  Pleasant  Ridge  could 
benefit  greatly  by  having  a  permanent  Health  Commit- 
tee to  direct  the  health  work  you  would  like  done  in 
your  community. 

More  than  ever  before,  with  our  war  emergency,  ev- 
ery individual  should  take  advantage  of  every  opportu- 
nity for  acquiring  and  keeping  maximum  health.  Make 
your  health  needs  known  by  getting  in  touch  with  your 
public  health  nurse  at  her  office  in  Skowhegan  or  by 
leaving  word  with  your  town  clerk  for  her  to  call  the 
next  time  she  is  in  town.   She  will  be  glad  to  do  so.

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  other 
Citizens  of  the  Plantation  of  Pleasant  Ridge: 

I  am  pleased  to  again  present  the  annual  report  on 
our  school. 

The  school  is  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Floy  W.  Robinson,  who  is  a  teacher  of  some  experience. 
I  feel  that  the  children  are  making  satisfactory  prog- 
ress. 

The  school  is  small  and  will  be  smaller  in  another 
year  or  two  and  the  time  may  come  when  it  will  be 
desirable  to  close  the  school,  conveying  the  children  to 
a  larger  unit. 

We  have  only  four  high  school  students  this  year,  the 
most  of  whom  are  doing  well  at  Bingham  High  School. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  text  books  during  the 
year  except  for  replacements. 

We  are  closing  the  fiscal  year  with  a  sizeable  balance 
which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  we  can  do  with  a 
smaller  appropriation  for  the  coming  year. 

I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  I  have 
received  during  the  year  from  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  as  well  as  the  other  municipal  offi- 
cers. The  same  is  true  of  children,  teachers,  and  pa- 
rents. This  kind  of  relationship  makes  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  school  and  insures  a  good  amount  of 
progress.

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COMMENTS 

CASH: 

All  receipts  issued  by  the  Treasurer  were  checked 
and  found  to  agree  with  amounts  deposited  in  the  bank 
as  summarized  on  Exhibit  B. 

Expenditures  were  made  by  check  from  properly  au- 
thorized warrants  as  summarized  on  Exhibits  B  and  D. 

The  cash  balance  was  reconciled  with  the  bank  as  per 
detail  on  Schedule  1. 


TAXES: 

The  1941  commitment  book  was  added  and  did  not 
agree  with  the  valuation  records  by  a  net  amount  of 
$2.92,  which  amount  was  added  to  the  commitment  as 
shown  on  Exhibit  C.  The  total  commitment  was  ac- 
counted for  by  cash,  an  abatement  of  $3.00,  or  was  still 
unpaid  as  shown  by  Schedule  2. 

As  the  former  Collector  had  moved  away  and  had 
taken  the  books  with  him,  the  excise  tax  receipts  were 
not  checked.  However,  these  have  been  sent  for  so  that 
they  may  be  available  at  a  later  date. 


GENERAL: 

A  test-check  was  made  of  paid  bills  and  payrolls,  and 
as  far  as  our  examination  went,  all  appeared  to  be 
proper  charges. 

It  is  noted  that  sufficient  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  payment  of  loans  which,  together  with  the  unex- 
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pended  balances,  changes  the  net  debt  of  $2,534.69  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  a  surplus  of  $803.85  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

According  to  the  Assessors'  report,  dog  taxes  due 
the  state  amounted  to  $26.40  and  were  set  up  on  the 
books.  Dog  licenses  No.  41831  to  No.  41850  inclusive 
for  1941,  sent  by  the  state  to  the  Town  Clerk,  have  not 
been  accounted  for  by  him.  This  matter  should  be 
looked  into  by  the  Chairman  of  your  Board  as  the  town 
will  have  to  pay  $26.40  to  the  state,  and  the  Clerk  has 
no  doubt  collected  part  or  all  of  this  amount  but  has  not 
accounted  for  his  collections. 

With  the  exception  of  cash,  no  external  verification 
was  made  of  your  asset  or  liability  accounts.
